242 Navy Planes Roar Out 
Over Atlantic in Record 
Search for Missing Pilots

use of vitamins may lead to loss 
of confidence in the science of nu- 
trition. Physicians are urged 
by 


Norman 
Jolliffe, 
M.D., 
in 
the 


Journal of the American Medical 
Association to present sound in- 
formation 
to their patients and 
help them in their dilemma. 


Vitamin preparations .are used 


both as dietary supplements and 
as medicines in treatment of de- 
ficiency 
diseases. 
Supplements 


may be recommended in 
cases 
where the diet is adequate 
in 


other respects. Extra vitamin D 
is given during childhood, espec- 
ially when the child is growing 
rapidly, and 
during the winter 


months when sunlight is absent, 
even though the diet is ideal. 
AID INFANTS 


Additional vitamins are needed 


by infants and patients on special 
diets. Children fed on cow's milk 
mixture do not 
receive 
enough 
vitamin C with the milk, so it is 
given in the form of citrus fruit 
or tomato juice; infants fed at the 
breast receive an adequate amount 
of vitamin C from the mother's 
diet if she drinks these juices 


Restricted diets for obesity, dia- 
betes, gallbladder disease, peptic 
ulcer and food allergy may require 
the use of supplemental vitamins. 
During illness form infections or 
surgical 
operations and in con- 


valescence, extra vitamins may be 
advised. 
Supplemental vitamins 


are also prescribed in hyperthy- 
roidism 
( o v e r a c t i v e thyroid 
gland), pregnancy, lactation and 
during periods of unusual physi- 
cal exertion. 


Under ordniary conditions ex- 
tra 
vitamins are not needed by 


adults eating-a normal diet. Food 
faddists develop vitamin deficien- 
cy disorders by eating unusual diet 
combinations. 
Such dietary de- 


ficiencies cannot be corrected by 
taking vitamin pills. If your diet 
lacks 
protein, carbohydrate, 
fat 
or minerals, vitamin pills are not 
the answer to your problem 
TREATMENT FOR DISEASES 


Physicians 
prescribe 
vitamin 


preparations 
for 
treatment of 


deficiency 
diseases. 
These are 


well-known 
conditions such 
as' 


rickets, 
scurvy, beri-beri 
and 


others. 
The amount of vitamins 
needed 
in each 
case 
must 
be 


ascertained by the physician. 


Confusion has arisen from the 


recommendation 
to use vitamin 


supplements for the treatment of 
deficiency disease. The public is 
asked to take these preparations 
if their symptoms 
are caused by 


deficiency disease. As the aver- 
age 
person cannot be certain 
about this, he la..es them just to 
be on the sale side. We have no 
proof 
that 
vitamin 
concentrates 


are of any real value when used 
in this way.

THE KNOCKOUT 


The entrance of the 
Fifteenth 
Army 
under 
command of Lt. 


Gen. 
L. T. Gerow, into the line of 


the 12lh Army Group on 30 March 
gave more freedom of action to the 
First and Ninth Armies, enabling 
them to increase the weight of the 
offensive 
into 
Gennany. Ninth 
Army 
tanks 
immediately broke 


out of the urea north of the Ruhr 
and swept eastward in a powerful 
thrust toward Minister. On 1 April 
the enveloping columns of these 
armies made contact west of Pad> 
crborn, cutting off the Ruhr and a 
large area lo Ihe south, in the 
largest pocket of envelopment in 
the history of warfare. 


Elements of Ib German divisions 


from 
Ihe First Parachute, Fifth 


Panzer, 
and Fifteenth 
Armies 


were 
encircled 
in this skillful 


maneuver. Leaving slrong forces 
lo contain and reduce this giant 
encirclement, the First and Ninth 
Armies continued eastward toward 
the line of the Weser. Spearhead- 
ing 
the Allied offensive, 
they 


headed for Leipzig 
and a pre- 


arranged junction with the Soviet 
forces. There was no loss of mo- 
mentum, no respite for the enemy 
forces, and by the end of the first 
week of April both armies 
had 


crossed 
Ihe Weser in Ihe area 


norlli of Kassel. 


On fa' April, General Eisenhower 


wrote me: 


"A.s you can see from Ihe re- 


poi is. our plans have been devel- 
oping almost in exact accordance 
with 
original conceptions. You

The Ninth Army advance 
from 


Ihe Weser lo Ihe Elbe was featured 
by armored gains of 20 lo 30 miles 
a day against little or no resist- 
ance. 
By mid-April our 
troops 


were along the Elbe near Witlen- 
berge and Magdelburg and had 
eslablished bridgeheads across the 
river. In rear of the armored col- 
urns, the cities of Hanover and 
Bruswick 
fell to Ninth Army in- 


fantry. 
Bypassing Leipzig 
and 


strong resistance in the Harz For- 
esl, Ihe First Army drove east- 
ward to the Mulde Valley south 
of Dessau. 


Ruhr Pocket Yields 300,000 


While these extensive operations 


continued, 
the battle progressed 
against 
the trapped Germans in 


the Ruhr. With the Fifteenth Army 
holding the west face of the pockel 
along Ihc Rhine, and armor and 
infantry of the Ninth and First 
Armies driving in from tho north, 
easl, and soulh, Ihe formidable 
enemy forces were crushed in just 
18 days. More than 300,000 prison- 
ers were taken in this unique vic- 
tory, won far behind our forward 
lines of communication. 


Soon 
Leipzig 
and the Harz 


Mountains 
were 
in American 


hands, and the Ninth and First 
Armies closed on Ihe line of Ihe 
Elbe-Mulde, 
the 
forward 
limit, 


which had been arranged with the 
Soviets. To establish contacl with 
our Allies from the Eastern Front 
Firsl Army palrols push'ed easl of 
Ihe Mulde to Torgau, 'where the 
long-awaited 
juncture with the 


Red Army occurred on 25 April. 


In the north, the British Second 


Army 
advancing on "the Osna- 


bruck-Bremen 
axis 
had crossed 


the Weser on a broad front near 
Minden early in April and 
was 


at the outskirts of Bremen by the 
middle of the month. From their 
Weser crossings the British struck 
northward 
toward H a m b u r g , 


reaching the Elbe southeast of the 
city. The Canadians 
forced the 


Ijssel 
River 
and pressed 
on 


through the Dulch towns, liberal- 
ing Ihe remaining seclions of east- 
ern and northern Holland. 


Far to the south, 
the Third 


Army, after 
capturing Muhlhau- 


sen, Golha, and Erfurt, 
crossed 


the Saale River and lurned south- 
east toward the 
mountains of 


Czechoslovakia 
and the 
Danube 


Valley. This advance was designed 
to establish firm contact with the 


i Soviet forces in Austria and

along the Danube other 


elements had driven 20 miles into 
Austria. The Seventh Army had 
taken 
Munich, birthplace of the 
Nazi 
party, and was sweeping 


southward toward the Inn River. 
Along the upper Rhine, the First 
French Army captured Karlsruhe 
and Stuttgart 
in turn and pro 


ceeded 
with the reduction of 


enemy forces caught in the Black 
Forest. By the first of May the 
French had cleared Ihc Swiss bor- 
der wesl of Lake Constance and 
were driving into western Austria 
alongside the Seventh Army. 


Surrender 


In northern Germany, Ihe Bril- 


ish 
Second Army, reinforced by 


Ihe XVII American Corps under 
Maj. 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 


broke out from Ihe Elbe River laic 
in April and reached Ihe Bailie 
on 2 May. This action established 
contacl with Soviet forces at Wis- 
mar and cut off the Danish Penin- 
sula. Further 
rcsislance on this 


front was hopeless. On 5 May, Ihe 
German commander 
surrendered 


all forces in northwest Germany, 
Holland, and Denmark. 


Along the Danube, Ihe 
Third 


Army continued the advance into 
Austria 
and entered liinz on & 


May. Next day, Pison fell to our 
forces in Czechoslovakia. General 
Patch's 
Seventh 
Army swept 


across Ihe Inn on a wide front and 
drove 40 miles lo capture Salzburg 
and Hitler's stronghold at Berch- 
tesguden. 
Other Seventh 'Army 


troops who hud taken Innsbruck 
drove through the Brenner Pass to 
establish 
conlaci wilh Ihe Fifth 


Army al Vipiteno. Since its land- 
ing on the Riviera, the Sevanth 
Army had advanced an average of 
more Hum 3 miles a day againsl 
what had been the most formid- 
able army in Ihe world. Al noon 
on 6 May. Army Group "G," com- 
prising all German forces in Aus- 
Iria, 
surrendered unconditionally 


to our Sixlh Army Group, just 11 
months atler the landing in Nor- 
mandy. 


The powerful 
Wchrmacht 
had 


disintegrated under the combined 
Allied blows, and the swift 
ad- 


vances into Ihc mountains of Aus- 
tria 
and Bohemia had prevented 


the 
establishment of an inner 


fortress. Surrounded on all fronts 
by chaos and 
overwhelming de- 


feat, the emissaries of the German 
government 
surrendered lo the 


Allies at Reims on 7 May 1945, all 
land, sea, and air forces of the 
Reich.

U.S. Over Top 
in Loan, But 
EBonds Lag

Washington, Dec. 7 — (/I3)— The 


government's goal in the victory 
3ond drive, ending tomorrow, was 
$11,000,000,000, So far it has sold 
$12,288,000,000. 


By tomorrow 
night 
the 
total 
sales will be higher. 


So, generally, before it official- 


ly closes the drive has been 
a 
success. But not in all details. It 
is lagging in the sale of "E" bonds. 


When the government set 
the 


$11,000,000,000 goal, it dividied it 
this way: 


To non-individuals (such as corp- 
orations, organizations, 
groups): 


$7,000,000,000. This group 
topped 


the goal, brought $8,076,000,000. 


To individuals: $4,000,000.000 
in 
all classes of bonds. Individuals

But — of that $4,000,000,000 goal 


for individuals 
the 
government 
wanted to sell $2,000,000,000 in "E" 
bonds — those bonds which range 
from $25 to $1,000 
in 
maturity 
value. 


So far it has sold only $1,165,000,- 


000, or $835,000,000 
short of 
the 
goal. 


Actually, 
though, 
this 
drive 


which started Oct. 29 doesn't end 
tomorrow — so far .as final 
re- 


sults are concerned — but on Dec 
31. This is why: 


The bulk of "E" bond sales are 
made through payroll deductions. 
The government doesn't count 
a 
sale until money for the bond has 
been paid. 


A lot of peoples so far in De- 
cember have promised they would 
buy bonds but, until the money 
has been taken out of their pay- 
checks by Dec. 31, their promises 
can't be counted. 


So, although sales are $835,000,- 


000 short of the $2,000,000,000 goal 
in "E" bonds, this doesn't mean 
the government will have failed by 
that much. 


It won't know until the end of 
the month the full score 
on in- 


dividual "E" bond purchases. 
The 
government 
has 
been 


shrewdly aware of the importance 
of those bond purchases through 
payroll deductions. All the 
bond 
drives have started in one month 
and ended in another. 


This 
gave 
workers 
a 
double 


chance to buy bonds through de- 
ductions in the month in which the 
drive started and in the 
closing 
month. 


The purchase of the "E" bonds, 


of course, can be made anytime, 
during a drive or between drives. 
The drives, which started 
before 
Pearl Harbor and will end with 
Defense, war and victory drives, 
this one, have had three names:

remember those unused stamps in 
the back of Ration Book III? The 
ones with pictures of tanks, guns 
and ships?

Individuals can continue to buy 


bonds after the drive ends. The 
government wants the money—that 
was the purpose of this drive — 
to help pay off some of its debts.

some of the idle cash that could 
be used to bid up prices for scarce 
goods and thereby lead to infla- 
tion. 


It's constantly selling bonds 
to 


banks, of course, which is one of 
the main sources for raising need- 
ed money.
